with ſuſpecteth that he giveth this advice to cover his own guilti⸗ 
neſs. Pea - Who lo is pinched with this reſtieſs tozment,doubteth 
all, vitu:beth himſelf, is always frozen with fear, and fir'd wich 
ſuſpition, having that wherein conſiſteth all his joy > to be the 
bꝛœder of his miſery. Pea, it is ſuch an heavie enemy to the happy 
eſtate of Patrimony, ſowing between the marryed couples ſuch 
deadly ſeeds of ſecret hatred, as love being once razed out by ſpite- 
ful diſtruſt, there often inſueth bloody revenge, as this enſuing 
Piſtozy manifeſtly pꝛoveth wherein P.ndoſito (furtonly incenled 
by a cauſcleſs jealouſie) pzocured the death of his moſt loving and 
lopal U ike⸗ and his own endleſs ſozrow. 


14. the Ccuntry of Bohemia there reigned a Bing called Pan- 
doſto, whoſe foztunate ſucceſs in Wars againſt his foes, 
and bountiful courteſie towards bis kriends in peace, made him to 

be greatly feared and loved of all men. 
This Pandoſto had to-Uife a Lady called Bellaria, by birth 
Royal , learned by Education, fair by Nature, by Uertues

famous: ſo that it was hard to judge whether her Beanty, Foz 
tune, oz Uertne, won the greateſt commendations. Theſe two 
linked together in perfec love, led their lives with ſuch foztunate 
content, that their ſabjcects greatly rejopced to ſee their quet dil⸗ 
peſitien. They hd not been married long, but Foztune (willing 
to increale the ir happinelle)ſent them a Sen, lo adozmed with the 
gikts of Nature, as the perfection cf the Child greatly. augmen⸗ 
ted the love cf the Parents, and the jep cf their Commons: inſs- 
much that the Bohemian:, to ſhew their inwardſipes by cutwar) 
actions, mi de 33 1.fircs and Triumphs thzeughcut all the Kings 
dom: appointed Ziiſts and Turnies, fe2 the Honour cf their poung 
Pzince:whither reſozted not only his Nebleegbut alſo divers kings 
and Pzintes, which were his Neigbbours, willing to ſhew their 
frientſhip they owev to Pandeſto, and to win kame and glozy by 
their pzoweſs and valour, Pandoſto, whoſe mind was frangyt with 
pzincelp ltberalify:entertatned the Kings-Pances,aud Noblemen 
with ſuch ſubmiſs cour te ſie and magnifical bounty » that they all 
ſaw how willing he was to gratifie their good wills making a ge⸗ 
neral feaſt foz all his Subjeds, Whith continued by the ſpace cf 
twenty dayes;all which time the Juſts and Turnies were kept, to 
the great content both of the L922s and Ladies there pꝛeſent. This 
ſolemn Triumph being ence ended, the Aſſcmbly t:king their 
leave of Pandoſto and Bellaria, the pcung Bon (who was called 
Garinter ) was nurſed up in the houſe, to the great jop and con- 
tent of his Parents. 

Foztune envious of ſuch happy ſucceſs > willing te (how ſome 
ſign of her inconffancy, turned her WLhecl, and darkned the b2tqht 
On cf p;olſperity with the milky clouds of miſhip and miſery. 
Foz it ſo hapned, that Egiſtus King cf Sicilia, who in bis pcuth had 
been bꝛought up with Pandoſto, de ſicous to ſhew, that neither trad 
of time: oꝛ diſtance of place could diminiſh their fozmer friendſhip; 
pꝛobided a Navy of Ships and ſatled into Bohemia to viſit his old 
Friend and companion: who hearing of his arrival, went Hint 
ſelf in perſon, and his Wife Bellariz, accompanied with a great 
train of Wozds and Ladies to meet Egiſtus; and eſpping him 
alighfcd from his Hoꝛſe, imbꝛacing him very lov engl, pꝛoteſting, 
that nothing in the Mold ceuld have hapned moze acceptable to 
him than his coming, wiſhing his Wife fo welcome jo old 

Friend 
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Friend and acquatafance ; who (fa Chew how ſee liked him 
whom her Yusband loved) entertained him with ſach familiar 
courteſie, as Egiſtus perceived himſelf to be very well welcome. 
5 After they had thus ſaluted and embzaced each other, they 
meunted again on Yozſeback, and rode towards the City, devi⸗ 
ſing and recounting how being childzen they had paſſed thetr 
youth in friendly Paſtimes: where, by the means cf the Citizens, 
Egiſtus waz received with Triumphs and Shewszin ſuch ſozt that 
he marvelled how on ſo (mall a warning they could mike ſach 
p;eparation. Paſſing the ſtreets thus with ſuch rare fights, they 
rode on to the Palace, where Pandoilo entertained Egiſtus and tis 
Sicilia ns, with ſuch banqueting and ſamptacus cheer⸗ſo ropallp as 
they had all cauſe to commend his Pzinceiy liberality : yea, the 
very baſeſt ll ive that was known to come from Sicilia, was uſed 
with much courteſte, that Egiſtus might eaſily perceive ,how both 
he and his were honoured foz his friends lake. 

Bellaria(who in her time was the flower of courteſie) willing to 
ſhew how unkainedlp ſhe loved her Husband by his friends enter⸗ 
tainment, uſed htm likewiſe ſo kamiliarlp, that her Ccuntenance 
bewzayed how her Heart was affected toward him; ofteatimes 
coming her ſelf into bis WBed-chamber, to ſee if nothing ſhꝛuld bee 
amiſſe to diſlike him. This honeſt familiarity increaſed daily 
moze and moze betwirt them: foz Bellaria noting in Egiſtus a 
| Pzlncely and beuntikul mind, adozned with ſunvzy and excellent 
| qualities, and Egiſtus finding in her a vertuous and conrteous 
dilpoſition, there grew ſuch a ſecret uniting of their affecttons, that 
the one could not well be without the company of the other: ins 
| ſomucb, that when Pandoſt o was buſted with ſuch urgent affairs, 
| that he could not be pꝛeſent with his Friend Egittus, Bellaria 
would walk with him info the Garden, and there they fws in 
© p2ivafe pleaſant devices, would paſs away their time t2 both their 
| contents, This cuſfome fill continuing betwixt them, © certain 
melancholy Paſſion entring the mind of Pandoſto, dzove him in- 
do ſundzy and doubtful thoughts. | 
| Firff, he called to mind the beauty of his Wife Bellaria, the 
| comlineſs and bzaverp of his friend Egiſtus: thinking that 
love was above all Laws, and therefoze to be Eayed with no 


| Law; that it was hard to put Fire and Flax together without 
burning 
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burning, that their open pleaſnre might bꝛeed his ſecret diſplea, 
ſure. Ye conſidered with himſelf that Egiſtus was a man, and muſt 
needs lobe: that his Wife was a woman, and therefoze ſubjec to 
love: and that where fancy fozced, friendſhip was of no fozce. 
Thele and ſuch like doubtkul thoughts a long time (ſmothering in 
his ſtomach, began at laſt to bꝛeed in his mind a ſecret mifkrut, 
which increaſed by ſuſpicion, grew at laſt to 14717 
that lo tozmented him, as he could take no reſt. He then began to 
meaſure all their actions, and miſconſtrue of their foo pzivate fa, 
miliarity, judging that it was not foz honeſt affection, but foz vil; 
ozdinate fancy : ſo as he began to watch them moze rarrowly, to 
ſee if he could get any true oz certain pzoof to confirm his doubtful 
ſuſpicion. While thus he noted their looks and geſtures, and luſ⸗ 
pected their thoughts, and meanings, they two filly ſouls, who = 
doubted nothing of this his treacherous intent, frequented daily 
each others company : which dzave him into ſuch a frantick Paſli- ⸗ 
on, that he began to bear a ſecret hate to Egiſtus, and a lowzing 
countenance to Bellaria: who marvelling at ſuch unaccuſtomed 
frowns, began to calf beyond the Moon, and to enter into a thou 
ſand thoughts which way ſhe ſhould olkend her husband; but find 
ing in her ſelf a clear conſcience, ceaſed to muſe, till ſuch time as 
the might find oppoztunity to demand the cauſe of his dumps. In 
the mean time-Pandoſto's mind was ſo ſur charged with jealouſie; 
that he no longer doubted, but was aſſured, as he thought, that 
his friend Egittus entred a wzong point in his Tables, and ſo had 
played him falſe play, Whereupon deſtrons to revenge ſo grcit 
an injury > he thought belt to diſlemble the grudge with a fair an? 
f:tendly countenance; and ſounder the ſhipe of a friend to ſhew 
him the trick of a foe : deviſing with himſelf a long time how hee 
might beſt put away Egiſtus, witheut ſuſpicton of treacherous mur- 
der, concluded at laſt to poyſon him. Which opinion pleaſing his 
humour, he became reſolute in his deter mination; and the bet⸗ 
ter to bzing the matter to paſs, he called to him his Cup- 
bearer, with whom in ſecret he bzake the matter: pꝛomiſing him 
koz the perfozmance thereof to give him a thouſand Crowns 
of yearly Revenue. Mis Cup-bearer , cither being of a good 
Conſcience , oz willing foz faſhion ſake to deny (uch a bloc 
dy Requeſt, began with great Reaſons to perſwade Pandoſto 
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krom his determinats Miſchief ; chewing him what an Dffence 
Murder was to the Gods, how much unnatural actons did moze 
diſpleaſe the Heavens then Men; and that cauſeleſs Crnelty did 
ſeldome oz never ſcape without Revenge ; he laid befaze his face, 
that Egiſtus was his friend, a King, and one that was come into 
his Kingdom to confirm a League of perpetu:l Amity betwixt 
them ; that he had, and did chew him a moſt friend'y c:nnts- 
nance ; how Egiſtus was not onely hanoured of his owa people by 
obedience, but alſo loved of ths Bohemians foz his curtefis - and 
that if he ſhould now without any juſt oz manifeſt cauſe, poyſon 
him, it would not onely be a great diſhonour to his Majeſtp, and a 
means to low a perpetual Enmitp between the Sicilizns and 
the Bohemizas, but alle his own Subjects would repine at 
ſuch treach2rous Cruelty. Thels and ſuch-like perſwaſions of 
Framion (so: ſo Was his Tup-bearer called) could no whit pzevail 
fo diffſis;de him from his Devilliſh Enterp:ize ; but remaining 
reſolute in his Determinaticn (his Fury ſo fired with rage nas it 
could not be appeaſed with reaſen) he began with bitter taunts to 
take up his man, and fo lay befoze him two B. its, Pꝛeferment 
and Death; ſaying, that if he would poyſon Egiſtus, he wauld av- 
vance him fo high dignities; but ik he rekuſed to vo it of an ob⸗ 
ſtinate minde, no Toꝛture ſhauld be too great to requite his diſo- 
bedience.*caniona ſœing that to perſwade Pandoſto any moze-Was 
but to (frtve againſt the ſtream, conſsated as ſoon as oppoztunity 
would give him leave, to diſpatch Ezius ; wherewith Pandotito 
remained ſomewhat ſatisfied, hoping now be (hculd bs fully re- 
banged of ſucy miſtruſted injuries; intending allo as (con as 
E-ittus was dead, to give his Wifo a ſop of the ſame ſauce;2nd ſo 
to be rid of thoſe which wore the cauſe of his reffleſs ſozrow: while 
thus he lived in this hope, Franion (being ſecret in his chamber) 
began fo meditate with himſelfin theſe terms. 


Þ Franio»> Treaſon is loved of many, but the Traptoz is 
bated of all: unjulf offences map foz a time eſcaps without 
danger, but never without revenge. Thou art ſervant to a King, 
and mult obey at command, pet againſt all Law and Conſcioncs :; 
It is not good to reſiſt a Tyzant with Arms, noz to pleaſe an un - 


jult King with obedience, What hilt than do? Folly refuſeth 
B Gold; 
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Gold; and frenzte pꝛeker ment. Wiſdome ſ&keth after dignity,and 
Counſel loketh fo2 gain: Egiſtus is a ſtranger to thee, and Pan do- 
{to thy Soveraign: Thou haft little cauſe to reſpect the one, and 
pughtel( have great care to obey the other. Think this Franion, 
that a pound of Gold is wozth a fun of Lead ; great Gifts are 
little Gods; and Pzeferment fo a mean Man is a * 
ſfone to courage. There is nothing (werter then promotion, no 
lighter then repozt: care not then though moſt call thee a a 
Co all call the rich. Dignity Franion,advanceth thy poſteritp, and 
evil Repozt can but hurt thy ſelf, Know this, Where Eagles 
build, Falcons map pzey ; where Lyons hannt, Fores may ſteal, 
Kings are knowa fo co:nmand; ſervants are blamelels to conſent ; 
fear not thon then to lift at Ezi us; Pandoſto (hill bear the bur⸗ 
den. Pea, but Franion, Conſciente is a Mom that ever biteth; 
but never ceaſeth; that which is rubbed with e the ſtone GalaRi- 
tes, will never be hot; Fleſh dipped in the Sea E.æum, wtil 
never be ſweet; The Verb Trigon, being once bit with an A'pis, 
never groweth: and Conſcience once ſfained with innocent blood, 
ts alwapes tpod fo a guilty remozſe, Pzefer thy content beloze 
Riches, and a clear mind befoze Dignity : fo being proz, thou (halt 
have rich peace; oz elſe rich⸗theu ſhalt enjoy dilqutet. 


Ravion having muttered out theſe, oz ſuch like woꝛds, ſeing 

either he muſt die with a clear mind, oz live with a ſpitted 
conſctence ; he was ſo cumbzed with divers Cogitattons, that he 
could take no reſt, until at laſt he determined to bꝛeak the 
matter to Egiſtus; but fearing that the Ring ſhould ctther ſuſpcc;, 
dz hear of ſuch matters, he concealed the de vice till oppoztunity 
weuld permit him to reveal it. Lingring thus in a doubtful fear, 
in an evening her went to Egiſtus lodging, and deſirous to peak 
with him of certain Affairs | that touched the King, after all were 
commanded cut of the Chamber, Franion mide m:nifcft the 
whole Conſpiracy which Pandolto hid deviſed againſt him; 
defiring Egiſtus not to account him a ZTraytoz foz bewzaping his 
Malters coun fel, but to think that he did it koz conſcience: ho⸗ 
ping that although his Malter inflam d with rage, o incenſed 
by ſome ſiniſter repozts, oz flandereus ſpeeches had im igined ſuch 
$auſeleſs miſchief, pet when time (auld pacifle his anger, and 


fry 
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fry thoſe Tale⸗bearers fo be but flattering Paraſites, then hg 
would count him as a faithful ſervant,that with lach care had kept 
his Maſters credit. Egiſtus had not full heard F:anioa tell fozth 
bis Tale, but quaking fear poſſeſſed all his limbs, thinking that 
there was ſome Ereaſon wzought > and that Franion did but ſhad⸗ 
dow his craft with theſe falſe colours: wherefoze hee began ko 
war in chcler, and laid that he doubted not Pandoſto, fifth he was 
bis friend, and there had never as pet been any bzeach of Amitp: 
be had not ſought to invade his Lands, to conſpire with his 
Enemies: fo dillwade his Subjects from their Allegtancs » but in 
wozd and thought he refed his at all times; he knew not theres 
foze any cauſe that (ould m2ve Pandoſto to ſcek his death, but 
ſuſpected it to be a compacted knavery of the Bohemians, to bying 
the King and him to odds. Franion ſtaping him in the midſt of 
his talk, fold him, That to dallp with Pzinces was with the 
Swans to ſing againſt their Death, and that if the Bohemians 
had intended any ſuch Piſchiek, it might have ben better 
bzought to paſs, then by revealing the Conſpiracy ; therekoze 
bis Paſjeſfy did ill, fo miſconſtrue of his god meaning, ith his 
intent was to hinder Treaſon, not to become a Traytoz ; And 
to confirm his Pꝛomiſes, if it pleaſed his Majeſtp to fly info Si- 
cilis, foz the ſafeguard of his life, he would goe with him: and if 
then he found not ſuch a pzactiſe to be pzefended > let his ima⸗ 
gined Treacherp bs repayed with moft monſtrous Tozments. 
Egiſtus hearing the (folemn Pꝛoteſtations of Franion, began 
to conſider, That in Love and Kingvoms rreeither Faith noz 
Law is to bs reſpected : doubting that Pandoſto thought by 
his death to deſtrop his Pen, and with ſpdy WMar to invade 
Sicilia. Theſe and ſuch⸗like doubts thzonghly weighed, he gave 
great thanks to Franion, pꝛomiſing, if he might with Life re⸗ 
turn to Syracnſa, that he would create him a Dake in Sicilia: 
craving his Counſel hw he might eſcape ont of the Country. 
Franion, Who having ſome ſmall Skill in Navigation, was 
well acquainted with the Pozts and Havens, and knew the dan⸗ 
ger of the Sea; jopning in counſel with the Paſter of Egiſtus 
Mabie, rigged all their Ships; and ſetting them afloat , let them 
ite at Anchoz, fo be af the moze readineſs , when time and binde 
(ould ſerve, Foztune-although NO by chancs favouring "ne 
2 ju 
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fuff Canſs, ſent them within fix vayes a good gale of wind; which 
Franion ſcing fit fog their purpoſe, to put Pandoſto out of ſuſpici- 
on, the night befoze they Could (11; hes went to him, and pꝛomi⸗ 
ſed, That the next day he woulo put the Device in pꝛadiſe; fo2 he 
had got ſuch a fozcible Popſon, as the very imell thereof would 
pocure ſudden Dꝛath.  Pandotio was joyful to hear this god 
News, and thought every hour a dap, till he might be giutied 
with this bloody Revenge : bat his ſui! had but ill ſucceſs 3 ſoz 
Egiſtus fearing tit delay might bꝛœd danger» and willing that 
the Gals ſhouls not be cu: from under his feet, t:kting bag and 
b:ggage , by thr help of Franton convi igned himſelk and his 
men cut at the Poſtern Gate of the City, ſo ſecretly and ſpedily, 
th.t without any ſuſpicion they go: to the @:a-thoar ; where, 
with many a bi ter curſe > t king their leave of Bohemia, they 
went ad ard, weighing their Anchoꝛzs, and heiſting D.tl > they 
palled as f ft as winde and Dea would permit, toward Sicilia: 
Egiſtus be ing a jopful Man, that he had ſafely paſſed ſuch trea- 
cherouz Perils. Vat as they were quietly floating on the Dea, 
Pandotto and his Citizens were tn an upzoar : oz ſeeing that 
the Sicilians With:ut taking their leave, Were fl:d away be 
night, the Bohemians feared ſome Treaſen- and the R ing thought 
that without que ſtion his ſuſpicion was true, ſe ing the Cups 
bearer had bewzayed the (um of his ſecret Pzetence. Mhereupon 
He began to imagine that Franion and bis Wife Bellaria had 
conſpired with Egiſtus, and that the fervent afeaion ſhe. bare 
him, was the onely means of his ſecret departure, inſomuch, that 
incenſed with rage, he commanded that his Wife ſhoul® be car- 
ried ſtraight to Pziſon until they heard further of his pleaſure, 
The Guards, unwilling to lay their hands on ſuch a vertu us 
Pꝛinceſs, and pet fearing the Kings fury» went very (-37owtuily 
fo fulfil their charge: C:ming to the Queens Lodging, tbey 
kound her playing with her young Don Garinier : unto whom 
with tears doing their mefſage > Bellaria aſfoniſh:d- at ſuch a 
bard cenſure, and finding her clear Conſcience a (ure Advocate 
to plead in ber cauſe, went to the Pztion moſt williagly where 
with ſighs and tears ſhe paſt away the time, till che might come

nt Pandoſto, whoſe Reaſon was ſuppzelled with Rage 57 
Whole 
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whoſe unbzidled Folly was incenſed with Fury, ſ@ing Franion 
had bewzaped his ſecrets, and that Egitius might well be raylep 
on, but net rev:naed, determined to Weck all his Wrath on 
poi Bellaria. Y: therefoge tcauſed a general Pzaclamatien tg 
be m de thꝛeugdeut all his Realm, Thit the Queen and Egiſtus 
hv by the help of Framion, nyt onety committed mcft inceſſuons 
adu'fcry , but allo had confyired the Kings Death ; whereupon 
te Traptez Fravion was flid awey with Es ius, and Bellaria 
was moſt jufkly impziloned. This Prock: mation being once 
bl. zed thꝛ ug the Country, atthcugs the vertn'us Diſpoſition 
gf the Auen did half diſcrevit the contents, pet the ſo lu eden and 
ſpcety voy..ge of Egihus, and the ſecrot departure of Franion, 
induced them (the ctrcum{-ncesthzeughly cor fidered) fo think 
that both the Dꝛeclamatien was true, and the King greatly envied; 
pet chep pipes her cle, were ſoꝛroboful that (: good a Lady cheuld 
be creKLen with ſuch adverſe Fuztune. But the ih ing, whoſe reſt⸗ 
leſs rage would admit no pity, thought hat althaugh he might 
ſufficiently requite his wives falſehood with the bitter pl gue of 
pinching peuurp. pet his Minde ch uld ne ber be glutted with 
revenge, till he might have a fit oppoztnoity to repay the Trea⸗ 
chery of Egi us with a fatal In jurp. But a curff Cow hith 
oftentimcs ſhozt Hoꝛns, and a willi g mind, but a we: k Arm. Fox 
Pandoſto, althingh he felt that Ne venge was a Spur to Mur; 
and that Envy alwapes pꝛeferreth tel, pet he ſaw that Egiſtus 
was not onely of great Puiſlance and Pzoweſs to withſtand him, 
but had alſo many King of his Alliance to aid him, if need Ghouls 
require: foz he married the Enaperozs Duc hier of Ruſſia. Theſe 
and the like conſiderations ſometimes daunted Pandoi'o his tou⸗ 
rage, ſo that he was content rather to put up a meniſiſt In jup 
with Peace, then hunt after U venge, Dtſhonsur nn Us: Ds- 
termining ſince Egilius had eſc ped ſtot : ſree, that Bu l:«rtz ſh. uld

Remaining thus reſolute in his Determin tien Bellaria cons 
tinuing Eill in Pziſon,and hearing the ccnterts of the Procl may 
tion, knowing that her mind was n ver teuched with ſuch ffeai⸗ 
on, noz that Egiſtu: had ever ffered her ſuch diſccurteſte, would 
gladly have come to her anſwer . ther both ſh mi h Lahe known 
ber juſt Accuſer, and cleared her ſelf of that guilil.Nu Crime.

Wut Pandoſto was fo inflamed with rage, and inkecked with 
jealouſte, as he would not vonchſafe to hear her, noz admit any 
julf Excule ;.ſo that ſhe was fatn fo make a Uertue of her need, 
and with patience fo bear theſe heavy injuries. As thus the lay 
croſſed with calamities (a great cauſe fo increaſe her griefe) thy 
found her (elf quick with child: which as (@n as ſhe felt (fir in 
her body, che burſt fczth info bitter tears, exclaiming againſt 
Faztune in theſe terms. 


Las, Bellaria, Wow unkoztunate art then, becauſe foztn, 
nate! Better thou hadſt been bozn a Begger then a Pzince: 

ſo ſhouldeſt thou have bzidled Foztune with want, where now ch: 
ſpozteth her ſelf with thy plenfy. Ah happy Life, where po; 
Thoughts and mean Deſires live in ſecure content , not fearing 
Foztune, becauſe too low fo; Foztune. Thon ſceſt now Bellacis, 
that Care is a Companion to Honour, not to Poverfy : that high 
Cedars are cruſhed with tempeſts, when low Shꝛzubs are not 
touched with the wind:pzectous Diamonds are cut with the File, 
when deſpiſed Pebbles lie ſafe in the Band: Delphos is ſought 
to by Pꝛinces, not Beggers : And Foztumes Altars ſmoak with 
Kings Pꝛeſents, not with pwz Mens Gifts. Yappy are ſuch, Be- 
laria, that curſe Foztune foz contempt, not fear: and may wih 
they were not ſozry they have been. Thou art a Pzinceſs, Bel- 
laria, and yet a Pziſoner ; bozn to the one by Deſcent, aſsigned ta 
the other by Deſpight;accuſed without cauſe,and therefoze onght- 
eſt to die without care: fo; Patience is a ſhield againſt Foztune? 
and a gulltleſs Minde peildeth not to fozrow : Ah, but Jnfamy 
galleth unto Death, and liveth affer Death: Repozt is plumed 
with Times Feathers, and Ende offentimes ſoundeth Fames 
Trumpet; thy ſuſpected Adulfery ſhall fliein the Apze, and thy 
known Uertues ſhall lie hid in the Earth: One Mole ſkaineth a 
whole Fate; And what is once ſpotted with Inkamp, can hard⸗ 
ly be wozn-ont with Time. Die then Bellaria, Bellaria, Die; 
foz if the Gods ſhonid ſay, Thau art guiltleſs, yet Envy would 
bear the Gods, but never believe the Gods, Ab hapleſs UWrefch, 
ceaſe theſe terms: Deſperate thoughts are fit foz them that 
fear ſhame; not foz ſuch as hope foz credit. Pandoſto hath dark⸗ 


ned 
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ned thy Fame, but ſhall never diſcredit thy Uertnes, Sulpition 
may enter a falſe Adion, but P2cor- ſhall never put in his Pleg, 
Care not then foz Envy, ſith Rep«2t hath a bliſter on her Tongue: 
and let ſozrew bite them which offend, not touch thee that art fault⸗ 
leſs. But alaſs po; ſoul, how canſt th u but ſc;row | Thou art 
with Child, and by him that inſtead of kinde pity, pinched thee 
in cold Pꝛiſon. And with that, (och galptng ſigys k pred her 
bzoath, that Ge could not utter any moze words ; but wꝛi ging 
her hands, and guſhing fozth ſtreams of tears; ſhe palled away the 
time with bitter complatats, = | 


rer pitying thoſe ber heavy palstons, thinking 
that ik the King knew che were with Child > he weuld 
ſomewhat appeaſe his Fury, and releaſe her from Þ;iſfon, went 
in all haſte, and certiſi d Pandofio, what the (fea of; Bellaria's 
complaint was: who no ſoner heard the Jaylc; ſip ſhe was with 
Child, but as one poſſeſſed with a Fler zie, be roſe up in! Rage, 
\weartrig that (he and the 3B..ſfard 1524! che was withel ſh: uld vie, 
if the Geds themſelves lald no: Tyte king ſurely by computa⸗ 
tion of time that Egi us and not he was Father ts the Child. This 
ſuſpitions theught gelle d afrech his half healed Soze, tniomuch 
as he could take no reſt until he might mitig te his Choler 
with a cruel Revenge, which hapned pꝛeſentlp after, Bellaria 
was bzought to Bed ok a fatr and beautiful Daughter, which 
no ſoner Pandoſto heard, but he determinee that both Be 1aria 
and the young Infant ſhould bs burned with fire, Pts Nobles 
bearing of the Kings crucl Sentence, ſcught by per lwaſtens tb 
divert him from his bloody Determination : laying befcze his 
Fate, the Innocencte of the Child, and vertuous Diſpoſtfton 
of his Wife, how (he had continually loved and , honouxed 
him ſo tenderly, that without due pꝛaf he could not noz ought 
not to appeach her of that Crime: and if ſhe had faulfed, yet it 
were moze hononrable fo pardon with Percy thru to puniſh with 
Extremity ; end moze ingly, to be commended ok Pitp, then 
to diſcredit her. And as foz the Chltv: if he weuld 3 unith it fo; 
the Mothers offence , it were to {rivs . againſt Gurt end 
Juice ; and chat unnatural Acioiis de mozs eend the 1 

hen 
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then men: how c:nſeleſs Cruelty againſt innocent Blood never 
elc ped withaut Kevenge. Thele and ſuch like Reaſons cculd not 
. appeaſe his rage, bu! be reſted reſolute in this, Thät Bellacia be⸗ 
ing an Adultrele, the Child was a Baſtard, and he wculd not ſu⸗ 
ker that ſuch an inkemeus Baat ſcheuld call him Father. Pet at laſt 
(ſing his Noblemen were impoztunate upon him) be was cen⸗ 
tent to ſpare the Childs Like, and pet to put it to a wozſe Death. 
Foz he feund out this Device, That ſeeing (as he thought) it 
came by Foztune, ſo he Would commit it to the charge of Foz⸗ 
tune; and therefoze he canſed a little Cock-boat to be pzovided, 
wherein he meant to put the Babe, and then ſend it to the mercies 
ok the Seas, and the Deſtintes. From this his Peers in no wiſe 
could perſwade him, but that he ſent pzeſently two of his Guard 
fo fetch the child: who being come to the Pꝛiſon, and with we p- 
ing fears recounting their Paſters Peſſage, Bellaria no ſooner 
beard the rigozous reſolution of her mercileſs Husband, but fe 
fell down in a ſwound, ſo that all thought ſhe had been dead: pet 


at laſt being come to her ſelf, ſhe cryed and ſcræked out in 
this wile. 


Las (ſweet infoztunate Babe, ſcarce bozn, befoze envied by 
Foztune! would the day of thy birth had been the term of 

my Lifs : then ſhouldeſt thou hade made an end ts care, and pꝛe⸗ 
vented thy Fathers rig:ur. hy faults cannet yet deſerve ſuch 
bateful revenge, thy vayes are tw ſhoꝛt fog ſo ſharp a dom: but 
thy untimely death muſt pay thy Mothers debts, and her guilflsſs 
crime mult be thy gafly curſe. And ſhalt thou (wet Babe, be 
committed to Foztune, when thon art already ſpighted by Foz⸗ 
tune 2 Shall the Seas be thy harboz, and the hard Woat thy 
Cradle? hall thy tender mouth, inFead of ſweet Kiſſes, bs 
nipped with bitter Fozms 2 Shalt thou habe the whiſtling winds 
foz thy Lullaby, and the ſalt Sea foam inftead of ſweet Milk: 
Alas, What Deffinies weuld al⸗ign ſuch hard hap 2 What Fa- 
ther would be ſo cruel ! Oz what Gods will not revenge ſuch 
rigour? Let me kiſs thy Þ\ps (wert Infant) and wet thy ten⸗ 
der Cheeks with my tears, and put this chain about thy little neck; 
that if Foztune ſave thes, it map help to ſuscour thee. Thus 
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fince thou mult go to ſurgs on the gaſiful Dogs , with a ſo2row- 
ful Wille J bio the farewsl and J pzay the Gods then mailt 
farewel. Such and fo great was her grief, that her vital Spirits 
being läppzeſt with ſozrovs, the foll again down in a Trance, 
having her (onſes lo (fopped with Care, that after fe was rw 
vived, pet ths lock her memozp, and lay faz ſame time without 
moding as one ina Trancs : Tho Guard left her in this 
perplexitę, and carries the Child fo the king: who quite devoid of 
pity > conmanved that without dolay it chould be put into ths 
eat: Having neither Sail noz Radver to guide it, and ſg 
to bs carried into ths mieſt of the Sea, and thers left to the 
Minds and the Waves, as the DefCiniss pleaſs to appoint. The 
very Ship-men, ſceing the (weet countenance of the young Babe, 
began fo accuſe the Ring of rtgeur, and to pity the Chilos hard 
foztune : buf Fear conſtsained them to that which their Paturs 
did abhozre : De that they. placsd it in eus of the ends of the Boat, 
and with a few green B:ugyhs mads a homoly Cabbin fo zowd it. 
as well as they could, from Wind and Weoafher. Daving thus 
trimmed a Boat, they tyev it to a Dip > and ſo hailed it ints the 
main Ssa, and then cut in ſunder ths Tozd ; Which they had ne 
ſner done, but thers aroſe a mighty Lempeſt, which toſſed ths 
little Boat ls behementlp iu the Waves > that the Dhip⸗ men 
thought it ceuld not continus long witheut flnking : foz the 
Cem grew ſo great, that with great labour and peril they got fe 
the ſhoar. But leaving the Child fo her Foztunss > We will re- 
turn to Pandolio: whe not pet glutted with ſufftcien! KR: bzage 
deviſed which way hs fhould voſt encreaſle his wives calamity. But 
fiirft aſſembling the Robles and Conaſellozs, be called her (foz 
the woze Repzoach) tn open Court, where it was objects? againfb 
her⸗Shat ſhe bad commitftod Adultery with Egilias,and coaſpired 
with Franion ts pepſon Pandoſto her Yusband ; but their pio⸗ 
tence being partly eſpicd che counſelled them fo fly away by 
night; foz their better larety. Bellaria (who ſtanding like a 
Dꝛiſoner at the Bar, and fling in berſelf a clear Coaſctencs 
to withſtand her kalſe Acculers) ſeeiug no leſs then Death could. 
pacifie her Yuzbands Wrath , waxed bold, and deſtred that 
Ge might have Law and Juſtice: (fozercis the neithzr craver 
no; hoped) and that thoſe per jured Mretches which had fallely 
C actuied 
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accuſed her befoze the King, might be bzonght befoze her Face to 
give in Evidence. Pandoſto(whoſe Rage and Jealouſte was ſuch, 
as no Reaſon noz Equity could appeaſe) told her- Chat foz her Ac⸗ 
tuſers, they were of ſach credit, as their Mozds were ſuſffient 
Witneſs, and that the ſadden and ſecret flight of Egiſtus and Fra- 
nion confirmed that which they had confedſed : and as foz her, it 
was her part to deny ſuch a monffron; Crime, and to be Im⸗ 
pudent in fozſwear ing the fi, fince (hee Had paſſed all ſhame 
in committing the Fault; but her countenance ſh: ul ſtand fog no 
copn ; fog as the Baſtard which ſhe bare was ſervcd, lo ſhe thc uld 
with ſome cruel death be requited. Bellaria no whit diſm.ped 
with this rough Reply, fold her Yusband Pandoitto, That her 
ſpake upon Choler, and nat Conſcience , ko; her vertuous Life 
had ever been ſuch, as no ſpot of Suſpicion could ever (Kain it. 
And ik ſhe had bozn a Friendly Countenante fo Egiiins, it was 
in reſpect he was his Friend, nd not koz any luſting affection; 
therefoze ik ſhe were condemned without any further pzof, it 
was Rigeur and not Law, The Noble-men which late in 
Judgement, ſaid That Beilaria ſpike Reaſon; and intreated the 
Ring that her Accuſers might be openly examined and lwozn: 
if then the Evidence were (ach as the Jury might find her auiltp 
(foz ſeeing che was a Painceſs, ſhe onght to be tryed bp the 
Peers) then let her have ſuch Puniſhment as the ECxtremity 
of the Law will alsign to ſuch PDalefactozs, The King pzeſently 
made Anlwer, that in this Caſe he might and Would diſpence 
with the Law. And that the Jury being once pannelled, they 
ſhould take his WMozd fo; ſufficient Evidence, other wiſe he would 
make the pꝛoude k of them ropent it. The Noblemen ſceing the 
King in Cyoler, were all whiſt: but Bellaria, whoſe Life hung 
in the Balance, fearing moze perpetual Inkamp then momen⸗ 
tanp Death, told the King, Af his Fury might ſtand fog a Law, 
that it were in vain to have the Jury pelld their Uervict ; and 
thoreupon the fell down upon her knees and deſired the Bing, that 
foz the love he bare to his young Son Garinter, whom ſhe brought 
into the UWL921d, that he would grant her RequeS; the wytch was 
this; That it would pleaſe his Pajeſty to ſend ſix of his N.vle- 
men whom he beſt truſted, to the Iſle of Delphos, there to in⸗ 
auire of the Dzacle of Apollo whether che hav committed 
adulter 
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adnlfery with Egiſtus, oz conſpired fo Poyſon him with Franion; ; 
and if the God Apollo, who by his divine Eſſences knoweth all 
ſecrets, gabe anlwer that ſhe was guilty, ſhe was content to ſuffer 
any Z02ment> were it never lo terrible. The requeſt was lo regs 
ſonable, that Pandoſto could not foz ſhame deny it, unleſs he would 
be counted of all his Suvjeds moze Milkul then Wiſe, Her 
therefoze agreed that with as god ſped as might bee, there 
ſheuld be certain Embaſſadozs diſpatcht to the Ille of Delphos : 
and in the mean ſsaſon he commanded that his Mife ſhould be 
kept in cloſe Pziſon, Bellaria having obtained this Gzant, was 
moze careful of her little Babe that Aoated on the Deas, then 
ſozrowful foz her own miſhap; foz of that her donbfed ; but of 
ber ſelf ſhe was aſſured ; knowin * that ik Apollo ſhould give 
Dentence accozding to the thoughts of her heart, pet the Sentence 
ould go on her ſids, ſuch was the clearneſs of her Minde, in this 
caſe, But Pandoſio (whole ſuſpicious Yeart fill remained in 
ons Song) choſe out ſix of his Nobility» whom her knew were 
ſcarce indifferent men in the Qucens behalt; and pzoviding all 
things fit foz thetr Journey ſent them to Del phos. They willing 
to fulfil the Kings command, and deſtrous to ſ& the ſituation and 
cuſtome of the Jſland , diſpatched their Affairs with as much 
ſped as might be, and embarked themſelves foz the Uoyage : 
which (the Wind and Weather ſerving fit foz their purpoſe)was 
ſon ended. Foz within thz& weeks they arrived at Deiphos:where 
thep were no ſoner ſet on Wand, but with great Devotion they 
went to the Zemple of Apollo, and thers offering Sacrifice unto 
the God, and Gif to the Pꝛieſt, as the cuſtome was, they humbly 
craved an Anſwer of their Demand. They had not long kneeled 

at the Altar, but Apolio with a loud voice (aid, Bobemian:, What 
ye find behiad che Altar, take, and depixt. They kozthwith obeyed 
the Ozacle, found a Dcrowl of Parchment, wherein were wzit⸗ 
ten theſe Mozds „ Letters of Gold.

Suſpition is no Proof; Jcalouſic is an un- 
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equal judge; Bellaria is chaſte; Egiſtus 
blameleſs; Franion a true Subject; P andoſto 
treacherous, his Babe innocent: and the 
King ſhall die without an Heir, if that 
which is loſt be not found. 


A as they had taken out this Scrobol, the Pꝛieſt of the 
G.d commanded them, that they ſh:uld not pꝛeſume to read 
it bekoꝛe they came to the pzeſence of Pandoſto, ualeſs they would 
incur the diſpleaſure of Apollo. The Bohemian Wozds carefully 
abeping bis Command, taking their leave of the Pzteſf, with great 
reverence departed ont of the Temple, and went to their ſhips ; 
and as ſeon as Wind would permit them, ſailed towards Bobemta, 
where in ſhezt time they lakelp arrived, and with groat Tri⸗ 
umph illuing out of their ſhips, went to the Kings Palace, whom 
they found in bis Chamber, accompanted with other Noble⸗ men. 
Pandoſto ns (wner ſaw them, but with a merry Countenance be 
welcomed them home, asking them what News ? they told his 
9 ajefty> that they had received Aaſwer of the Gad, witten in a 
Scrowl ; but with this charge⸗That they Gould not read the Cons 
tents befeze they came in the pꝛeſence of the Ring; and with that 
they delivered him the Parchment. But his Noble men intreated 
him, that lich tborein was contained either the ſaicty of his wives 
Life aud Monet: oz hor Death and perpetnal Inſamp, that her 
would have his Nobles and Commons aſſembled in the Judges 
aneni-Hall, where the Nugn (bzought in as a Pꝛiſoner) ſhould 
bear the Contents: If che were found guilty by the Dzxcle af the 
God, then all ſhowd have cauſe to think his Rigoz pꝛaccded cf 
dus Deſert : if her Gzace were found faultleſs;thin ſhe chould be 
cleared befozs all, fith he had been accuſed openly. This pleats: 
tho King > (ſo that he appointed the day, and aſſembled all the 
Wozds and Commons, and cauſed the Queen to be bꝛonght in be⸗ 
foze the Judgement - Deaf, commanding that the Jndicment 
ould be read; whersin ſhe was accuſed of Adulterꝑ with Egiſtus, 
and of Cuaſpiracy with Franios. Bellariz hearing the Contents» 
was no whit aſtoniched, but made this cheerful anſwer, ; 
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| F the Divine Powers be pziby to humane actions, (as no denbt 
they are) J hope my Patience will make Foꝛtune biuth, aud 
my unſpotted life Gall ſtain ſpiteful difcredit, Foz although lying 
Repoꝛt hats ſought to impeach mins Yanour, and @uſptcion hath 
intended to ſpoil my Credit with infamy:yet where Uertns keeps 
eth the Fozt, Ropozt and Suſpicion way aſſatl, but nebst lack. 
How J have led my life befoꝛe Egi us coming, J appeal ( Pindoſto) 
to the Gods, and to thy conſcience. V hat bath paſſed between him 
and me, the Gods onely know, x J hope will pzeſently reveal. That 
J loved Egiſtus J cannot deny ; that J honzured him, J hams not 
to confeſs. To the one J was iozced by his Uertne, fo the other, 
ko his Dignitics, But as touching laſcivious Luft, J ſap, Egiltus 
is honelt, and hope my ſelf to bs found without pot. Foz Fra- 
nion, J can neither accuſe him noz excuſe him J was not pzivy 
fs his bepartnre ; And that this is true which J have bers rehear - 
ſed, A refer my (slf unto the Divine Ozacle. 


llaris had no foner ſais, but the King commanded that one 
B. of the Dukes ſheuld read the Contents of the Scrobol, which 
after the C:mmaons had heard, they gave a great hut, rejopcing 
and clapping their hands, that the Queen was clear of that kalſe 
Accuſation. But tho King, wheſe Cenſcience was a witneſs a⸗ 
gainft him of his witlels fury-and falſe ſuſpected jeatouſte, was lo 
alhamed of his raſh Folly, that he entreated his Nahles to per- 
(wave Bellaria to fozgive and fezget theſe injuries, pꝛomiſing nat 
onely to ſhew himſelf a lopal and a loving husband, but allo to re⸗ 
toncile himſelf to Egiſtus and Franion: revealing then befoze 
them all, the Cauſe of their ſecret flight, and how treacheroufiy hs 
thought to have pꝛactiſed his Death, if the good Minds of his 
Cup-bearer had not pꝛevented his purpoſe. As thus he was res 
lating the whole matter, there was wozd bzought him that his 
young Son Garinter was ſuddenly dead: which news as ſen as 
Bellaria beard, ſurcharged befoze With extream joy, and now ſup- 
p2efſep with beavy ſozrow, her vital ſpirits were ſfopped,tbat ſhs = 
fsll devon pzeſently dead, and never could be vevived. This ludben 
fight ſo appalled the Kings ſcnſes, that he ſank from his Seat 
in a ſwornd, lo as he was fain ta ve cart ied by his Hobles to his 
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Palace, where he lay foz the ſpace of thze dapes without ſpeech, 
His Commons wers as men in deſpair, ſo oiverſly viſtrefed;that 
there was nothing but Mourning and Lamentation to be heard 
thzoughout all Bohemia: their young Paince dead, their vertnons 
Qucen bereavedof her life, and their King and Soveraign in 
great hazard. This tragical diſcourſe of Foꝛtune lo daunted them, 
as they went like ſhadows, not men : pet ſomewhat to comfozt 
their heavy hearts, they heard that Pandoſto was come to him⸗ 


ſelf, and had recovered his ſpeech ; who as in fury bꝛaped fozth 
thele bitter ſpeches. 


O Mlſerable Pandoſto ! what ſurer witneſs then Cenſcience- 
What thoughts moze ſowze then Suſpicion e What Plague 
moze bad then Jealouſte ? Unnatural actions cifend the Gods moze 
then Men, and canſeleſs cruelty never eſcapes withont revenge. 
J have cemmitted ſuch a blody Fact, as repent J may, but recal 
A cannot. Ah Jealouſie ! a Yell to the Mind, and a Yozroz to the 
Conſcience;ſuppzeſsing Reaſon,and melting rage:a wozſe paſs ton 
then Frenzie, a greater plague then Madnels. Are the Gods (uſt- 
then let them revenge ſueh bzutiſh crueltx: my innocent Babe I 
habe dzowned in the Seas, my loving Wifs J habs flain with 
flandercus ſuſpition, my truſty Friend J have ſought to betray, 
and vet the Gods are flack to plague ſuch Difences. Ah jut 
Apollo! Pandoſto is the Man that hath committed the Fault; 
why ſhould Garinter, (ſilly Child) abide the pain? Well ! ith 
the Gods mean to pzolenz my dayes to encreaſe my dolour , 3 
will offer my guilfy blood a ſacrifice fo thoſe guiltleſs ſouls, whoſe 
lives are loft by rigozuns folly ; and with that he reathed at a 
Rapler to have murdered himſelf ; but his Peers being pꝛeſent 
Tated him from ſuch a bloady Ad: per ſwading him to think that 
the Commonwealth cenſifted on his ſafety, and that thoſe @hep 
could not but periſh that wanted a Shepherd: wiſhing that if 
he would not live foz himſelf, yet hee ſhould have a care ok his 
Subjects; and to put ſuch Fancies out cf his Wind, ith in ©0;cs 
pal help, Salves do not heal, but hurt; and in things paſt cure; 
care is a cozroſive.With theſe and ſuch⸗like perſwaſtons, the King 
was overcome, and began ſomewhat fo quiet his mind: ſo that as 
ſon as he tould go abzoad, be cauſed his Wife to be imbalmed, 


ane 
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and wzapt in Lead, with her young Don Sarinter: erecting a 
Rich and Famous Sepulchze, wherein he intombed them both: 
making ſuch ſolemn Dbſequies at her Funeral, as all Bohemia 
might well percetve he did greatly repeat him of bis foze-paſt 
folly ; canſing this Epitaph to be engraven on her Tomb, in

His Epitaph being ingraven, Pꝛndoſto would once a day re- 


pair to the Tomv, and there with watrp plants bewap! his 
misfoztune; cobeting no other Companion but @22row ; and no 
other Harmony but Ne pentance. But leaving him to his dolozous 
paſstons, at laſt let us come to ſhew the Tragtcal Diſcourſe cf 
the poung Infant. 


W Yo being toſſed with Mind and Waves, floated two whole 
Dapes Withont @ucccur , ready at every puffe to ber 
dzowned in the Dea: till at the laſt the tempeſt / ceaſed, and the little 
oat was driven with the tide unto the Coaſt of Sicilia, where 
ſticking upon the dands, it reſted. Foztune minding fo be wanton 
(willing to ſhew that as che hath UWrinckles on her 1Bzows, ſo 
ſhe hath Dimples in her Checks) thought after ſo many ſowze 
loks to ſend a fained ſmile ; and after a puffing Stozm , to bzing 
a pꝛettp calm, he vegan thus to dallp. It foztuned a po merce- 
nary Shepherd, thit dwelled in Sicilia, who got his living by 6- 
ther mens Flocks, miſſed one of his hep: and thinking it had 
rated into the Covert that was hard bp, ſonght very viligently 
to find that which he could not ſee, ſearing either that the Molves 
02 
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92 Eagles had tmdone him ( fo2 he was ſo p02, as a Sheep 
was half his ſubſtan ce) wandzed down towards the Dea Clifts, 
to ſe if perchance the Sheep was bzowzing on the Sea Jvie, 
whereon they do greatly. feed. Wut not finding her there, as bee 
was ready fo return ts his Flock, be heard a Child cry ; but 
knowing thers was no eule neer, he thought he had miſtaken 
the ſaund, and that it was ths bleating of his Shep. UWherefo;e 
loking moze narrowly 3. as hs caſt his eys ts the Dea, be elpied 
a little Baaf, from whonce (as he attentively liſtned) he might 
bear a cvy to come, Standing a good while in a waze; at laſt he 
went fo ths ſhoar , and waving to the Boat as he looked in, her 
ſaw a little Babe lying all alons-ready to dis fez hunger and cold, 
w2apped in a Pantle of Scarlet richly imbzopdered with Gold, 
and having a chain about her neck, The Shepherd, who had ne⸗

ver befo2s ſeen ſo fair a Wabs > noz ſa rich Jewels, thought aflu⸗ 


redly that it was ſoms little God, and began with great devotion 
to knock on his bzeaſt. The Babs who waithed with her head fo 
ſtek foz the Pap, began again to cry afreſh: whereby the po: 
Wan knew that it was a Child-which by ſome ſtniſter means was 
v:iven thither by direſs of Weather ; marvelling how ſuch a 
filly Infant, which by the Pantls and Chain could not but ber 
vezn of Noble Parentage, ſhould bs ſo hardly croſſed with deadly 
miſhap, The pz Shepherd porplered thus with divers thoughts, 
took pity of ths Child, and determined with himſelkf to carry it 
fo the King: that there it might bs bzought np accozding to the 
wozthinols of the Birth:foz his ability could not affozd to foſter it, 
though his mind was willing to further it. Taking therefozs 
the Child in his Arms, hs folded the Pantle together, the better 
to defend it from the cold, there fell down at his ft a very fair 
and rich Purſe, wherein hes lound a great dum ok Gold: which 
fight ſo revived the Shepherds (pirits, as he was groatly raviched 
with Joy> and daunted with Fear; jopful, to ſœ ſuch a Dum in

But as Women are na- 
tarally given to believe the wszft | ſo his Mike thinking it was 
ſome Baſtard, began to crow againſt her good man, and taking up 
a Cudgel (fo2 the moſt Maſter went 1Bzeechleſs) ſwoze ſolemnly 
that he would make Clubs Trump, ik he bꝛought any Baſtard 
Bat within her Doz. The god man leing his Wife in her Pa⸗ 
jeſty, with her Mace in her hand, thought it was time to bow, oz 
fear of Blows, and deſired her to be quiet, foz there was no 
ſuch matter : But if the could hold her peace- they were made 
foz ever: And with that he told her the whole matter, how hs had 
feund the Child in a little Boat, without any ſuccour,wzapped in 
that coſtly Mantle, and having that rich Chain about her neck; but 
at laſt when he ſhewed her the Purſe full of Gold, ſhe began to 
ſimper ſomewhat ſweetly; and taking her husband about his neck, 
killed him after her homely faſhion, ſaying, That the hoped God 
had ſœn their want, and now meant to relieve their Poverty; and 
ſcking they could get no Childzen, had ſent them this little Babe 
to be their Heir. Take herd in any caſe (ſaid the Shepherd) that 
you be lecret, and not blab it out when peu meet with your Gol⸗ 
ſips. Foz ik you do, we are like not onely to loſe the Gold and 
Jewels, but our other Gods and Lives. Tuch (quoth his Mile) 
pꝛofit is a god hatch befoze the dz; fear not, J have other things 
to talk of, then this; but J pzay you let us lap up the Boney ſure- 
ly, and the Jewels, left by any mich ip it be eſpiev, After that 
they had ſet all things in ozder, the Shepherd went ts his Shep 
with a merry Note, and the god Wife learned to ſing Lullaby at 
home, with her young Babe wꝛapped in a homely Blanket, tn- 
Tead of a rich Pantle; nonriſhing it ſo cleanly and carefally, as 
it began to be a folly Girl: "—_— that they began both of —m 
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fo be very fond of it; and as it wared in age, ſo if increaſed in 
beauty. The Shepherd every night at his coming home, would 
ſing and dance it on dis knee, and pꝛattle, that in a ſhozt ti me it be⸗ 
gan to ſpeak, and call him Dad, and her Pam. At laſt, when it 
grew to riper years, that it was about le ven years old, the Shep⸗ 
herd left keeping of other Mens Sheep, and with the Boney he 
keund in the Purſe, he bought him the Leaſs of a paztty Farm, 
and got a \ma!l Flock of Sy&p ; which when Fawn1z (fo fo they 
named the Child) came foth2 age of ten years, he ſet her to kep 
ſherp; and he with ſuch Diligence perfozmed her Tharge, as the 
ſhzp pꝛeſpered marvelouſly under her hand. Fawaia thought Por- 
tus had been her Father, and Mopſa her Pother (fog (ſo was the 
- Shepherd and his Wife called) and honoured and obeyed them 
with ſuch Reverence, that all the Netghbours pꝛaiſed the dutiſn! 
pbedience of the Child. Pocrus grew in a ſhazt time to be a Man 
of wealth and credit; foz Foztune lo favoured him, in having no 
charge but Fawniz , that he began to purchaſe Land ; intending 
after his Death, fo give it to his Daughter: ſo that divers rich 
Farmers ſons came as wooers fo his houſe, Foz Fawnia was 
ſomething cleanly aftired being of ſuch ſingular 1Beanty and cx- 
cellent Mit, that who (aw her weuld have thonght ſhe had bern 
ſome heavenly Nymph, and not a Poztal Creature. Inſomuch 
that when ſhe cams to the age of ſixteen years, (he ſo encreaſe? 
with exquiſite Perſection both of Body and Minde, as her natural 
diſpoſition did bew2ay that ſhe was bozn of ſome high Parentage. 
But the People thinking th& was the D:ughter to the Shepherd 
Porrus , reſted onely amazed at her Beauty and Wit, Yea, ſhe 
won ſuch Favour and Commendations in every Mans exe> as her 
Beauty was not onely pꝛaiſed in the Tountry>vut alſo ſpoken of in 
the Court. Pet ſuch was her ſubmils Podeſtp, that although her 
pzaiſe daply increaſed, her Pinde was no whit puffed up with 
Pzide, but hambled her ſelf as became a Cenntry maid, and the 
Daughter of a peo; Shepherd. Every day ſhe went fozth with 
her ſheep to the field, keeping them with ſuch care and diligence: 
as all men ſaw fhe was very painful: She defended her face 
fromthe heat of the dun with no other vapl, but with a Garland 
made of 1Boughs and Flowers. Which Attire became her ſs gals 
lantly, as theſ@med to be the Goddeſs Flora herſelf 70; pre 
oztune 
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Fozkune, Who all this while had ſhewed a friendly Face, began 
now to turn her back, and to ſhew a lowzing ccuntenance ; inten⸗ 
ding as ſhe had given Fawoia a lender check, ſa ſhs would give 
her a harder mate. To bꝛing which fo paſs, ſhe laid her train on 
this wiſe. : Eziſtus had but one onelp Son called Doraſtus, about 
the age of troenty years; a Pzince fo decked and adozned with the 
gifts of Nature, ſo fraught with Beantfy and vertudus Qualities, 
as not onelp his Father joped to have ſo good « Son, but his 
Commons refoycev that God had ſent them ſo N:vie a P2incs to 
ſucced in th? Kingdom, Egiſtus placing all his Jop in the Pers 
fection cf his Don ( ſ&ing that he was now marri⸗geable) ſent 
Ambaſſadszs tothe King of Denmark, fo intreat a Marriage be⸗ 
tween him and his Daughter. Who williaoly conſenting, made 
an(wer. That the next @pzing, if it plesſed Egiſtus with his Won 
fo come into Denmark, he doubted not but they ſhould agree upon 
reaſonable conditions. Egiirus reſting (atisficd with this friends 
ly anſwer , thongyt convenient in the mean time to bzeak it unto 
his Don, Finding therefoze on a day fit oppoztunitp, be ſpaks 
to him in theſe Fatherly terms: 


Oraſtus, Thy Youth warneth me fo p2event the wozſt, and 
mine Age to pz;-vide the beſt. Dppoztunitiesnegl:&ed are 
ſignes of Folip, Actions meaſur'd by time are ſeldom bitten with 
repentance. Tycu art young, and I old ; age hath taught me that 
which thy youth cannot conceive. 

I therefcze will adviſe thee as a Father, hoping thou wilt cbey 
as a Child. Theu ſceſt my white Hairs are Blollomes foz the 
Gzave, and thy frech Colours, Fruit foz Time and Foztune: lo 
that it bchoeveth me to think how to die, and foz the, to care how 
to live. My Crown J mult leave by Death, and thou enjoy my 
Kingdom by Succeſston. herein, J hope, thy Uertue and 
Pꝛoweſs fh-ll be ſuch , as though my Subjects want my Perſon, 
yet ſhall ſee in thee my Perfection. That nothing may fail 
either fo ſatiyfie thy Minde, oz increaſe thy Dignities ; the onely 


care I have; is to ſee thee well married befozs J dye» and thou be⸗ 
come old.

Egiſtus hearing his Son fo fly ſo far from the mark, began fo be 

ſomewhat cholerick, and therefoze made him this Anſwer ; 


WV Vat Doraſtus, canſt thou not love? Cometh this Cynical 

Paſston of pzoud Deſire, oz peeviſh Frowardneſs? What 
doſt thon think thy ſelf ta god foz all, oz none god enough fo? 
thee 2 I tell thee Doraſtus, there is nothing ſweeter then Pouth, 
noz ſwikter; decreaſing while it is increaſing. Time palt with 
Folly may be repented, but not recalled. Af thou marry in age, 
thy wives freſh Colours will bꝛeed in thee dead thoughts, and ſul⸗ 
picton ; and thy white hatrs her loathſomeneſs and ſozrow. Foz 
Venus Aﬀedions are net fed with Kingdoms, oz Treaſures, 
but with Poathful Conceits, and (wet Amours: Vuican 
_ allotted to ſhake the Tree, but Mars allowed to reap the 
Fruit. 

Peild (Doraſtus) fo thy Fathers Perſwaſions, which may 
pzevent thy Perils. A have choſen thee a Wife, fair by Nature 
Roeal by Birth, by Uertues famaus, learned by Educations, and 
rich by Poſſeſsfons : (lo that it is hard to judge, whether her 
Wounty o2 Foztune, her Beautp oz Uer tus be of greater fozce : 
A mean (Doraſtus) Euphanis, Danghter and Heir to the King of 
Denmark. 

Egiſtus pauſing here a while,looking when bis Son ſhould make 
him Anſwer, and (&ing that he ood (fill as one in a Trance, he

Fire, but withereth with Dew: that which Love nouriſh» 
eth not, per iſheth with Hate. Af thou like Euphanis, thou bzee- 
deſt my content, and in loving her⸗thou ſhalt have my love; other⸗ 
wiſe thouſhalf always be a cauſe of very much diſcontent unto me. 
And with that he flung from his San in a rage, leaving him a ſoz⸗ 
rowful man, in that he had by dental diſpleaſed his Father;and half 
angry with himſelf, that he ceuld not peild to that paſsion, where⸗ 
fo both Reaſon and his Father perſwaded him. But ſ& bow 
Foztune is plumed with Times Feathers, and how che can mini⸗ 
ſter ſtrange cauſes to bzeev range effeds. 


It hapned not long after this, That there was a meting of all 
the Shepherds Daughters in Sicilia, whither Fawnia was alſo bid⸗ 
den, as the Miſtreſs of the Feaſt; who having attired herſelf in 
her bet Garments, went among the reſt of her Companions to 
a merry meeting: there ſpending the dap in ſuch homelp Pa⸗ 
Times as Shepherds uſe, As the Evening grew en, and their 
ſpoꝛt cealed, each taking their leave of other; *awonia deſiring one 
of her Companions to bear her company-went home by the Flock, 
to ſc if they were folded. And as they returned, if foztuned that 
Doraſtus (who all that day had been Hawking, and killed ſtoze of 
Game) encountered by the way theſe two Maids, fearing that 
with Acteon he had ſeen Diana; fog he thought ſuch exquiſite per⸗ 
kection couldnot be found in any moztal Creature. 

As thus he ſfoodin a maze, one of his Pages told him, that the 
Maid with the Garland on her head, was Fawnia, that fair Shep⸗ 
berdefſe, whole Beautp was ſo much talked of in the Court. 
Doraſts, deſtrous to ſ& if Nature had adozaed her Pind with any 
inward Qualities, as ſhe bad decked her 1B:dp with outward 
Shape, began ts queſtion with her, whoſe Daughter the was, 
of what age, and how ſhe bad ben trained up?

We count our Attire bz«ve enough, if warm encugy ; and cur 
F@d dainty, ik to ſaſfice Nature. Dur greateſt Enemp ts the 
UWolf;our enlp care is ſafe keeping car Flock: inftead cf Trurtiy 
Dittieswe ſpend the dayes with Country Songs; our Amozuus 
Conceits are Yomely Thoughts; delighting as much to talk of 
Pan, and his Country Pꝛanks, as Ladies fo tell of Venus, and her 
wanton Toys. Dar Toyl ts in ſhifting eur Folds, and loking 
to the Lambs eafte Labeurs; ' ſifting and telling Tales, homely 
Pleaſures ; our greateſt Wealth,not to Covet; our Boncur, not 
to Climb; our Nutet, not to Care: Envie losketh not ſo low as 
Shepherds ; Shepherds gaze not ſo high as Ambition: We are 
rich, in that we are po with content; and pzend onely in this, 
that we habe no cauſe to be pzoud. 


His witty Anſwer of Fawnia „ ſo inflamed Dor:ſtuz Fancy; 
that he commended himſelf foz making ſo god a Choyce : 
thinking, if her Birth were anſwerable to her Wit and Beau- 
fy that ſhe were a fit Mate foz the moſt famous Pzince . 
the 
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the WMozld. Ys therofoze widen to kt her moze en on this 
manner ; - 


Awni, I ſe& thou art centent with Co antry bene lend 
thou knowelt not Courtly Pleaſures: J commend thy wit, und 
pity thy want. But wilt thou kozſake thy Fathers Cottege⸗ and 
ſervs a Courtip Piſtroſs? 

Dir (quoth he) Beggars ought not to (fr ive againſt Foztene⸗ 
noz to gaze againſt Honour, leſt either their fall be greater, oz 
they become blinde. J am vozn to foyl foz the Court, net in the 
Court; m nature unfit fo2 their nature: better live in mean de⸗ 
gree then in high dildata. 

Well ſaid Fawoia (quoth Doraſſus) J gueſs at thy Th: ughts, 
thon art in love with ſome Country Shepherd. 

No Sir: (quoth che) Shepherds cane love> that are ſo ſimpls; 
and Paids map not love, that ars ſo young, 

Nay, therekoze (quoth Doraſtus) Maids mult lovs becauſe ther 
ars poung: foz Cupid is a Child, and Venus though old, is pain⸗ 
ted with freſh colzurs. | 

I grant (ſaid ſhe) Age may be painted with new Shadows, and 
youkh may have imperfect aſfedions: but, what Art cencealeth in 
one, Ignozance revealeth in another. Doraſtus, ſcing Fawniz 
hold him ſo hard, thought to have given her a freſh chargs ; but hs 
was ſo pzevented by certain of his men, Who milsing their Paſter, 
came poſting to ſcek him, ſœing that ye was gone fo2th all alone; 
pet befoze they dzew ſo nigh, that they might hear their talk, bs 
uſed theſe ſpeeches. 

Why Fawoia> perhaps I love thce , and then thou muſt needs 
veils; toʒ thou knoweſt, J can cemmand and con\f:cata. Tuch Sir, 
(quoth he) bat not to love; foz conſtrained Love ts Fozce, n: t 
love. And know this Sir, mine Yonefty is ſuch, as Ah. du ather 
dye, then be a Concubine> even unto a Ring; and my Birth is (o 
baſe, as J am unfit to be a Wife unto a po F rmer. Why 
then (quoth he) thou canſt not love Dorus. Pes, ſaid r awnia, 
when Doraſtus becoines a Shepherd. And with that, the pzeſcncs 
of his men bꝛoke of their parle, ſo that he went with them to the 
Palace, and left Fawnia fitting ſtill on the Hill ſide; who (&ing 
that the myſt dzebo on, ſhiited her Folds, and buſted herſel{ab:ut 
E 2 _ other 
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gather wozk , fo dzive away ſuch fond Fancies as began fo trouble 
her Bzain, But all this could not pzevail > foz the Beautp ct 
Doraſtus had made ſuch a deep impzeſston in her Heart, as could 
not be wozn ont with cracking, lo ſhe was fain to blame her own 
folly in this wiſe : 


Þ Fawnia .! why doſt thou gaze againſt the Dun, oz catch 
at the Mind? Stars are to be loked at with the Epe, not 
reached at with the Hand: Thoughts are to be meaſured by F0z- 
tunes, not by Deſires: falls come not by ſitting low, but by 
climing too high. What then» (h.;il all fear to fall, becauſe ſome 
- bap to fall? No. Luck cometh by Lot, and Foztune windeth thoſe 
Thzeds which the Delkintes (pin. 85 
Thou art favoured, Fawnia, of a Pzince, and pet thou art 
ſo fond to rejed deſired Favours. Thou haſt dental at thy tongnes 
end, and deſire at thy hearts bottom. A Womans Fault, ta 
ſpurn at that with her Foot, which the greevily catcbeth at with 
her Hand: Thou loveſt Doraiins, Fawnia ; and yet ſ&mell to 
lowze. Take herd, if he Reftre, thou wilt Repent : Foz unleſs 
he love, thou canſt but bie. Die then Fawoa1a, foz Dolaſtus doth 
but jeff. The Lion never pꝛepeth on the Moule, noz do Faulcons 
ffap to dead ſfales.. Dif down then in this ſozrow : ceaſe to love, 
and content thy ſelf > that Doraſtns will vouchſafe to flatter 
Fawnia, though not fo fancy Fawnia. Yeigh hoe! Ah Fol, it 
were ſcemlter foz thee to whiſtle as a Shepherd, then to ſigh as a 
Lover. And with that, ſhe ceaſed from theſe perplexed Palsions, 
folding her Sheep and hying home to her pos Cottage. But ſuch 
was the unconſtant (ozrow of Doraſtus, to think on the Mit and 
Beautp of Fawoia, and to ſ@ how fond he was, being a Prince, 
and how froward ſhe was, being a Begger ; that he began to loſe 
his wonted appetite, fo lock pale and wan; inſtead of Mirth, he fed 
en Melancholy ; foz Courtly Dances, to uſs cold Dumps. Inſo⸗ 
much, that not onely bis own Men, but his Father and all the 
Court began to mar vel at his ſudden change, thinking that ſome 
lingring Dickneſs had bzought him in this (ate, Uherefoze 
he cauſed Phyſictans to come. Wut Doraſtos neither weuld 
let them: miniſter, noz ſo much as ſufFer them to lee his Urine ; 
vnt remained C11 ſe oppzefſed with theſs Nalstons as he * in 
me 
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himfelf a further inconvenience. His Ponour wiſhed him fo 
ceaſe from.ſuch Folly ; but Love fozced him moze to follow Fan- 
ty; yea, and in deſpite ef Honour, Love won the Conquett, ſo that 
his hot Deſtres cauſed him to find new Devices. Foz be pꝛeſentlp 
made himſelf a Shepherds Coat, that he might go unknown, and 
with leſs fuſptcton, to pzaftle with Fawnia, and conveyed it ſe⸗ 
cretly unto a thick Gꝛove, hard adjoyning unto the Palace, whi- 
ther finding fit time and oppoztunity, he went all alone, and put- 
ting «ff his Pzincely Apparel, got on thoſe Shepherds Robes; 
and taking a great Yok in his Hand, (which he alſo had gotten) 
he went very demurely to finte out the Piſtreſs of his Affection. 
But as he went by the way, ſœing himſelf clad in ſuch niſemly 


Rags he began to ſmile at his own Folly, and to repzove his 
fondneſs in theſe terms: 


Well (aid, Dorafins, thou krepeſt a god Decozum 3 bale De⸗ 
fires, and hemelp Attires: thy Thoughts are fit foz none 

but a Shepherd, and thy Apparel ſuch onely as becomes a Shep⸗ 
herd, A ffrange change, from a Pzince to a Peaſant! What, 
is it thy wꝛetched Foztunez oz wilfull Folly z Js it thy curſed 
Deſtinies, oz thy crooked Deſtres, that appoint the this penance? 
Ah Doxalins | thou canſt but love, and unleſs thou love, thou ark 
like to perith fo; Love. Yet fond Fool, chuſe Flowers, net Wes ; 
Diamonds, not Pebbles; Ladies which may honcur thee not 
Shepherds which may diſgrace thee, Venus is painted in Silks, 
not in Nags; and Cupid treadeth on Dildain when be reacheth 
af Dignity, And yet Doraſſus, ſhame not at thy Shepherds 
Weed; the Heavenly Gods have ſemetimes Carthly Thoughts ; 
Neptune became a Ram: Jupiter a Bull: Apollo a Shepherd: 
they Gods, and yet in Love; and thou a man, appointed co love. 
Deviſing thus with himſelf, hee dzew nigh to the Place 
where Fawnia was keeping her Sheep; who caſting her Exe 
aſlde, and ſeeing ſuch a mannerly Shepherd >. perfectly limmed, 
and coming with ſo good a Pace, ſhe began half to foz⸗ 
get Doraſtus, and fo favour her petty Shepherd, whom (hee 
thought thee might both love and obtain. But as ſhes was 


in theſe Thoughts, ſhe perecived then it was the young Prince 
Doraſtus 
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Dcraſtas; wherefoze the roſe up, andreverently falnted him. Do. 
r«/ins taking her by the hand, repayed her curteſis with a wert 


kiſe ; and pzaying her to fit down by him, he began thus to lay the 
battery. | 


1 th ou marvel, F. wait, at mp ſtrange Attire, thou wouldeg 
L moze mule at my unaccuſtomed thinghts : the one difgraceth 
but my utward Shape, the other diſturbeth my inward Sences: 
A love Fawnia, and therefoze wh:t love liketh, J cannot mifl:ke, 
Fawnia, thou half pzomiſed to love, and I hope thou wilt perfozm 
no leſs : J have (ulfilled thy Requeſt , and now thou canſt not 
but grant my D-fire. Thou wert content to love Doraſtus, when 
he ceaſt to bs a Pztnce, and became a Shepherd; and les, I have 
made a Cyange, and therefozs not to miſs of my Cpopce. 


7T Ruth: quoth Fawnia, but all th it wear Cowls are not Monks 
painted Eagles are Picture. , not Eagles ; Zeuxis Gz pcs 
were like Gzapes, yet (ſhadows ; rich Cloathing makes not Pein, 
ces, noz homely Attire, Beggars: Shepherds are not called 
Shepberds becauſe they wear Yz3oks and B1gs , but they arc 
bozn pooz and live to Rœp Shep: ſo this Attire hath not mide 
Doratins a Shepherd, but to ſem liks a Shepherd. | 


W Ell Fawnis, anſwered Doraſins, were Ja Shepherd, 3 
could not but love thee: being a Pꝛince- am fozced to love 
ther. Take herd, Fawnia, be not pꝛeud of Beauties painting; 
foz it is a Flower that fadeth in the 4Bloſſam. Thoſe which dildain 
in Pouth, are de piſed in age. Beauties ch dows are trickt up 
with Times Colours, which being ſet to dy in the un are ſtai⸗ 
ned with the dun; ſcarce pleaſing to the ſight, ere they begin no? 
to be wozth the ſight: Nit much unlike the Berb Epflimeron, 
which flouriſheth in the mazntng, and is withered befoze the Hun 
ſetting. If my deſire were againſt love; then inichteft juſt'y dene 
me by Reaſon ; but J love thee Fawnia, not to miſuſe thee as a

Oraſtus hearing this Friendly Concluſion of Fawnia, em⸗ 
bzaced her in his Arms, ſwearing⸗ that neither Diſtance, 
Time, noz adverſe Foztune, ſhould diminilh his Aſfedion: but 
— "a deſpite of the Deſtinies he would remain faithful to 
eaty, | | 

Yaving thus plight their Troth each to other, ſ&ing they could 
not have the full fruition of their Love in Sicilia, fop that Egiſtus 
conſent would never be granted to ſo mean a Patch: Dor: ſtus 
determined, as ſoon as time and oppoztunity would give him 
leave, to pꝛovide a great maſs of Money, and many rich and 
coſtly Jewels, foz the eaſter Carriage; and then fo franſpozt 
themſelves and their Treaſure into Italy, where they ſhould lead 
a contented life, until ſuch time as either he could be reconciled 
to his Father, oz elſe by ſucceſsion come to the kingdom. 

This deviſe was greatly pzaiſed of Fania : foz ſhe feared, if 
the King his Father ſh:uld but hear of the Contract that his 
Fury would be ſuch , as no leſs then Death should Mind fog pay- 
ment. She therefaze told him that Delay bzed Danger: That 
many milhaps did fall out, between the Cup and Lip; and that 
to avopd danger, it were beſt with as much ſpeed as migbt ber-

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with ſome new deſpight. Doraſtus, whom Love pzicked fozwary 
with Doſire, pꝛomiſed to diſpatch his Aﬀairs with as great hate, 
as etiher time oz oppoztunity would give him leave: and lo reft- 
ing upon this Point, after many Embzacings, and (ſweet Kiſſes, 
they vepartes. 

Doraſtus having taken bis-leave of his beſt beloved Fawnia, went 
to the Gzove,where he had rich Apparel, and there uncaſing him⸗ 
ſelf as ſecretly as might be, hiding up dis Shepherds attire, till 
occaſion ſhould ſerve again to uſe it, he went to the Palace, ſhew⸗ 
ing by his merry countenance, that either the fats of his Body 
was amerided, oz the Cauſe of his Minde greatly addzeſſed, Faw. 
nia, pooz Doule, was no leſs joyfal, that being a Shepberdeſſe, 
Foztune had favoured her ſo, as to reward her with the lobe of a 
Pꝛince; hoping in time to be advanced from the Daughter of a 
po2 Farmer, tobe Wife to a rich King, Do that Ge thought 
every hour a year, till by their Departure, they might pzevent 
Danger; not ceaſing (ill to go every day to her Sheep, not lo 
much foz the tare of the Flock > as foz the Deſire ſhe had to (& 
her 1,0ve and 1 ozd. 2 

Doraſtus, who oftenlimes when oppoztunity would ſerve, re- 
paired thither to feed his Fancy with the (weet content of Faw. 
niz's pzeſence. And although he never went to viſit her, but in 
bis Shepherds Attire, yet his oft repair made him not onely 
ſuſpected but known to divers of their Neighbours, who foz the 
god will they bare to old Porrus, fold him ſecretly of the matter, 
withing him to keop his Daughter at home, leſt ſhe went ſo long 
to the Field, that ſhe bzought him home a young Don: foz they 
feared that Fawnia being ſo beautiful, the yonng Pzincs would 
allurs her to folly. + | | 

Porrus was ſtricken in a dump at this News, (o that thanking 
his Peighbours fo2 their good will, he hied him home to his 
Mile, and calling her aſide, wzinging his hands, and ſhedding 
fozth tears, ge bzake the matter to her in theſe terms: 


T Am afraid, Wife , that my Daughter Fawnia hath 
been too fozward > and made herſelf to @inne , and

It is told me by my Peighbours, that Doraſtus the Kings Don, 
begins to lok at our Daughter Fawnia : which if it be ſo, J will 
not give her a half penny foz her honeſty at the ycers end. A fell 
the, Mike, now adays beauty is a great ſtale fo trap young 
men, and fatr wozds and ſweet pꝛomiles are two great enc mies 
to maids honeſty: and thou knoweſt, where the poo intreat and 
cannot obtain, there Princes mip comm ind and will obtain. 
Though Rings Bons dance in nets, pet thep may be ſeen: and 
po mens kaults are cſpted at a little hole. Well, it is a hard 
caſe where Rings Luſts are Laws, and that they ſheuld bind pooz 
men to that which they themſelves wilfnily bzeak. 

Peace Hausband (quoth his Wife) take herd what you ſay : 
Speak no moze than peu ſhꝛuld, leſt you hear what peu would not. 
Gzeat ſtreams are to be (topped by fleight, not by fozce ; and 
Punces to be perſwaded by ſubmillion, not by rigoz, Do what 
you can: but no moze than pou map, left by ſaving Fawnia's Mai⸗ 
den ⸗ dead, pou loſe your own head.

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An the mean time, Doraſtns was not lack in his Ackairs, but 
plied his matters with ſuch diligence, that he pzovided all things 
fit foz their Journey. Trealures and Jewels he had gotten great 
toe > thinking there was no better Friend then Money in a 
ſtrange Country, Rich Attire he had pzovived foz Fawnia; and 
becauſe he could not bzing the matter to paſs without the help and 
advice of ſome one, he made an old Servant of his, called Czpnio; 
who had ſerved him from his Childhood, pzivy to his Aﬀatrs; who 
ſ&ing no perſWaſtons could pzevail to divert him ſrom his ſettled.

The Marriners ſ&ing a fit gale of Mind foz their pur poſe, 
wiſhed Capnio fo make no delapes, leſt if they pzetermitted this 
good weather, they might tap long ere thep had ſuch a fair wind. 
Capnio fearing that his negligence (hould hinder their Journey: 
in the nigh'⸗time conveped the Trunks full of Trealure info the 
Ship, and by ſecret means let Fawnia underitand, that the next 
mo2ning they meant to depart. She upon the News flopt very 
little that night, but got her up very early, and went to her h&p, 
looking every minnte when ſhe ſhould ſee Doraſtus; who tarried 
not long foz fear delay might bz&ed danger, but as faſt as he could 
gallop, and without any great cir cumſtince, took Fawnia up be- 
hinde him, and rode to the Haven where the Ship lay, which 
was thꝛee quarters of a mile diſtant from that place. Ye no ſoner 
came there, but the Parriners were ready wlth their Cock-boat 
fo (et them aboard; where being coucht together in a Cabin, they 
palk away the time in recouating their old Loves, till their Man 
Capnio could come.

Porrus giving Credit to Capnio's (moth Tales, gave 
him a thouſand Thanks foz his friendly Advice, and went with 
him to the Haven, making all the way his Compla int of Dora- 
flus; pet concealing ſecretly the Chain and the Jewels, As ſoon 
as they were come to the Sea⸗ſide, the Marriners ſeing Capnio, 
came to land with their Cockboat; who ſtill diſſeimbling the mat- 
ter, demanded of Porrus if he would gs ſ& the Ship, who unwil⸗ 
ling, and fearing the wc2R, becauſe he was not well accquainted 
with Capnio, made this Excuſe, That he could not bzook the Seas, 
and ther ekoze would not trouble bim. 

Capnio, ſ&ing that by fair Means he could not get him a⸗ 
board, commanded the Marriners that by Niolence they 
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ſhould carry him info the hip, who like ſturdp Knaves hoiſted 
the po2 Shepheard on their necks, and bearing bim to the oat: 
lanched from the Land. 

Porrus (eetng himſelf (0 cunningip betraped, durſt not cry 
gut, foz he ſaw it would not pzevatl ; but began fo intreat Cap- 
Bio, and the Parriners to be good to him, and to pitty his e⸗ 
{ite ; he was but a pooz man that lived bp his labour: they laugh- 
ing to ſee the Shepheard lo afraid, made as much haſte as they 
cculd to ſee him aboard. Portus was no ſoner in the Ship, but 
he (aw Doraſtus walking with Fawaiz ; pet he ſcarce knew her, 
fo2 ſhes had Aftired her ſelf in rich Apparel, which ſo encreaſed 
ber Beautp⸗ that ſhee reſembled rather an Angel, then a moztal! 
creature. - 

Doraſtus and Fawnia were half aſfoniſhed to ſee the old 
Shepheard, marvelling greatly what Wind had brought him 
thither, till Capnio told him all the whole Diſcourſe, how Portus 
was going to make his complaint to the King, ik by policy 
he had not prevented him: and therekoze now ſith he was a- 
board, foz the avopding of further danger, it were beſt to carry 
him into Italy. 

Doraſtas p2atſed greatly his mans device, and allowed of his 
counſel : but Fawnia (who ſelll feared Portus as her Father) be⸗ 
gan to bluſh koꝛ ſhume , that by her means be (hd either incur 
danger oz diſpleaſure . 

The old Shepheard hearing this hard ſenfence, fyat he (honld 
on ſuch a ſudden be carried from his Wife, his Connfry> and 
Kinsfolk, into a fozraine Land among Strangers, began with 
bitter tears to make his complaint, and on his knees to inkreat 
Doralius, that pardoning his unadviſed folly, he weulb give him 
leave to go home; ſwearing that he weuld kep all things as 
ſecret as he could with. But theſe pzoteſtations could not p:evail: 
although Fawoia entreated Doraſtus very earneffly ; but the Ma⸗ 
riners hotCed their Sails, weighed Anchozs, haled into the dep, 
where we leave them to the ſuccour of the Wind and Seas, and 
return to Egiſtus. | 


W Yo having appointed this dap to Punt in one of his 
- ?.*. Fozreſts , called foz his Don Doraſtus, fo go ſpozt ow 
eu, 
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ſelf, becanſe hee (aw that of late hes began to low3e : but his men 
made anſwer> that he was gone abzoad none knew wither, er⸗ 
cept he were gone to the Gzuve fs walk all alone, as his cuſtome 

The King willing fo waken him ent of his dumps, ſent one of 
his men to go (&k bim; but in vain, fo2 at the lat he returned, 
but finde him he could not, ſs that the King went himſelk to go 
lee the ſpezt; where paſſing away the day > returning at night 
from Yunting> he asked foz his Son, but he could not be heard 
of which dzove the King inte a great Choler: wherenpon moſt 
of ; his Mablemen and other Courtiers poſted abzoad to ſeek him; 
but they could not hear of him ty20ngh all Sicilia; only they miſſed 
Capnio his man, which again made the King ſuſpect that he was 

not gone farce, 

Two oz thzee dapes being paſſed, and no news heard of Do- 
raſtus, Egiſtus being fearful that he was deveured with ſome 
wild Beaifs > commanded that a great Mroop of men ſhould go 
fo (&k him, who coated thzough all the Country, and ſearched 
in edery dangerous and ſecret place, until at laſt they met with 
a Fiſher-man; that was ſitting in a little Covert hard by ths 
Sca-ſide, mending his Nets, when Dora'itus and Fawoia took 
Shipping ; who being examined ik hee either knew, oz heard 
where the Kings Don was: without any (e creſte at all, revealed 
the whole matter - how he was ſapled two dayes paſt, and had in 
his company his man Capnio, Porrus, and bis fair Daughter 
FawDia. | 

This heavie news was pzeſently carried to the King, who halt 
dead fog (ozrow, commanded Portus Mike to be ſent foz: the be- 
ing come fo the Palace, after due Cramination, confeſſed that her 
Netghbours had off told her, that the Rings Son wos too kami⸗ 
liar with Fawnia her Daughter: whereupon her Husband fear- 

ing the woꝛſt, about two dayes paſt (hearing the king ſheuld go a 
Punting) roſe early in the mozning, and went to make his com 
plaint ; but ſince ſhe neither heard of him, no; ſaw him. 

Egiſtus perceiving the Womans unfeigned ſimplicity, let her 
depart without incurriag further diſpleaſure, conceiving ſuch ſe⸗ 
cret grief foz his Bons wzctchleſſe folly, that he had ſo fozgotten 
bis Honour and Parentage, be lo baſe « Chopce to dityoncur his 
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Father and diſcredit bimſelf, that with very care and thought he 
fell into a quartain Feaver ; which was la urifit fo2 his aged pearg 
and complexion- that he became ſo weak, as the Phyfiiians would 
grant himno life. 

But his Don Doraſtus little regarded either Fathcr, Country, 
02 Kingvom, in reſpect of his Lady Fawaia : fo; Foztune (miling 
on this young Novice, ſent him (6 lucky a gals of Mind, foz the 
ſpace of a day and a night, that the Parriners lay and ſlept upon 
the Batches ; but the next Mozning about the bzeak of Day > the 
Air began to over-caſt, the Winds to riſe, the Seas to (well ; ye: 
p2slently there aroſe ſuch a fearful Tempeſt, as the Ship was in 
danger to be [wallowed np in every Sea: the main Baſt with the 
btolenco of the Wind, was th2zown over-board , the Sails were 
tozn, the Tackling rended aſunder, the Stozm raging (fill ſo fu⸗ 
ricuſl; > that poog'Fawnia was almoſt dead foz fear, but that he 
was greatly comfozted with the pzeſence of Doraſtus. The Tem- 
peſt continued thzee Dayes, all which time the Parriners ebcrp 
Minute loked foz Death; and the Air was ſo darkned with 
Clcuds, that the Maſter could not toll by the Compaſs in what 
Coaſt they were. But upon the fourth day about ten of the clock 
the Mind began fo ceaſe, the Dea war calm, and the Dky to ber 
clear, and the Marriners deſcried the Coat of Bohemia, choting 
off their Dzdnance foz Joy , that they had eſcaped (ach a fearkul 
Tempeſt. 

Doraſtus hearing that they were arrived at ſome Parbeur, 
ſweetly kiſſed Fawania , and bad her be of god Cher : when they 
told him that the Pozt belonged fo the chief City of Bohemis, 
where Pandolto kept his Court, Doraſtus began to be ſad; know- 
ing that his Father hated no man ſo much as Pandoſto ; and that 
the King himſclf had ſought ſecretly to betray Egiſtus: this con- 
ſidered, he was half afraid to go on Land, but that Capnio coun- 
ſelled him ts change his Name, and his Conntfry> until ſuch time 
as they tould get ſome other Bark fo tranſpozt them into Italy: 
Doraſtus liking this advice, made his caſe pzivy to the Marriners, 
rewarding them bountifully foz their pains, and charging them to 
ſay > that he was a Gentleman of Trapolonia, called Melea- 
grus. Ths Ghip-men willing to ſhew what Friendſhip they could 
to Doraſtus, pzomiſed to be as ſecret as they conld, oz he _ 
wilt; 
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wiſh; and upon this, they landed in a little Uillagea mile diſtant 
from the City ; Where after they had reſted a dap, thinking to 
make p2oviften foz their Marriage, the Fame of Fawnia's Beau⸗ 
ty was ſpꝛead thzoughont all the City, ſo that it came to the Car 
of Pandoſto, who then being about the Age of fifty, had notwith- 
ſkanding young and freſh affections ; ſo that he deſired greatly to 
ſ Fawnia : and to bzing this matter the better to paſs; hearing 
they had but one man, and how they reſfed at a very homsly Youlſe, 
he cauſcd them to be appzchended as Spies, and ſent twelve of 
his Guard to fake them; who being come to their Lodging, told 
them the kings Peſſage, Doraſtus, no whit diſmayed, accom- 
panied with Fawnia and Capnio, went to the Curt, (foz they left 
Porrus to keep the Stuff) who being admitted to the Kings pze⸗ 
ſence, Doralins and Fawnia with humble obeyſance ſaluted his 
Pajeſtp. 
Pandoſto amazed at the ſingular Perfecton of Fawniz , td 
balf atoniGhed, viewing her Beauty, ſa that he almoſt fozgot 
himſelf what he had to do; at laſt with tern countenance he de⸗ 
manded their Names, and of what Country they were, and wy:l 
cauſed them to land in Bohemia? Sir, (quoth Doraſtus) Know 
that my Name ts Meleagrus, a Knight, bozn and bzought up in 
Trapolonis; and this Gentlewoman, whom J mean to fake fo 
my Wife > is an Italian, boznin Padua, from whence J have 
now bꝛeught her. The cauſe J have ſo ſmall a Train with me, 
is, foz that her Friends unwilling to conſent, J intended ſecretly 
to convey her into Trapolonia, whither J was ſapling , and by di⸗ 
ſtreſs ok weather, J was dꝛiven into theſe Coaſts. Thus you have 
heard my Name> my Country and the cauſe of my Uogage. Pan- 
doſto farting from his Deat, as one in choler, made this rough 
Reply: 
XA Eleagrus, J fear this (math Tale hath but (mall Truth, and 
that thou covereſt a foul Skin with fair Paintings. No 
doubt, this Lad, by her Gzace and Beautp- is of higher degree» 
moze meet foz a mighty Pztnce, then fo a ſimple Knight ; and 
thou like a perjured Traytoz halt bereft her Parents of her, fo 
their pzeſent Gztef, and her enſaing Soꝛrow; therefoze until J 
hear \meze of her Parentage, and of her Calling and 2 4 
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tion; and thou pꝛocure a Certificate out of Trapolonia of the 
truth of what thou haſt related concerning thy (elf, J will ay 
pon both zere in Bohemia. 

Doraſtus, in whim reſted nothing buf Kingly velour , was not 
able to ſuſfec the repꝛoaches ef Pandoſto, but that he made him 
this anſwer : 


T is not meet foz a King without due pꝛook, to repzoach any 
Iman of ill behaviour, noz upon ſuſptcion to infer belief: 
Strangers ought fo be enfertatned with courkeſte, not to be en⸗ 
treated with cruelty; leſt being fozced by want to put up injuries, 
the gods revenge their cauſe with rigoz. Pandoito hearing Do- 
rahus utter theſe wozds, commanded that he ſhould ſtraight be 
committed to pziſon> until ſuch time as they heard further of his 
| pleaſure ; but as foz Fawnia, he charged that ſhe ſhould be enter⸗ 

tained in the Court with (ach courteſte as belonged to a ranger, 
and her calling: the reſt of the Sp men put ta a Dungeon. 

Yaving thus lo hardly handled the ſuppoſed Trapolonians, 
Pandoſto contrary to his aged years, began to be ſomewhat tick⸗ 
led with the beauty of Fawn1a, inſomuch that be could take no 
reſt, but taſt into his old head a thouſand new devices ; at laſt he 
fell into theſe thoughts. 


T 7 Dw art thou diſturbed ( Pandoſto ) with freth affections, and 
L Lunfit fancies, wiſhing to pefſeſſe with an unwilling mind 
and a hot deſire troubled with a cold diſdain ! Shall thy mind yelv 
in age⸗ to that theu half reſiſfed in youth 2 Peace Pandoſto, blab 
not out that which thou mapſt be athanr' to reveal to thy ſelk. Ab, 
Fawnia is beautiful, and it is not fe2 thine Honour (fond Fool) 
to name her that is thy Captive, and another mans Concubine. 
Alas, J reach at that with my hand, which my heart would fain 
refuſe : playing like the Bird Ibis in Egypt, which hateth &cr- 
pents, yet f deth on their Eggs. 

Zulh- hot deſtres turn oftentimes to cold dildain: Love is 
bzittle, where Appetite, not Neaſon bears the ſway ; Kings 
Thoughts ought to climb fo high as the Heavens, but to 
look no lower then Yononr ; better it is to Peck at the Stars 
with the young Eagle, than to pzey on dead Carkaſſes with 
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the Uullure: it is moze honourable foz Pandoſto to dye by tons 
cealing love, than to enjoy ſuch unfit lobe. Doth Pan do to then 
love? Yea, whom? A Paid unknown; yea, and perhaps immo⸗ 
deſt, ſtragied out of her own Countcy; beauttful, but not theres 
foze chaſt; comely in body, but perhaps crooked in mind. Ceaſe 
then Pandoſto, to look at Fawpia, much leſle to love her; be not 
overtaken with a Womans beauty, whole epes are framed bp 
Art to enamour; whoſe heart ts framed by Nature to enchant ; 
whole falſe tears know their due time > and whoſe ſweet wozds 
peir te deeper than ſharp [wozds, 

Here ce iſt Pan jolto from his talk, but not from his love: fo; 
although he ſcught by reaſon and wiſdome to luppꝛelle this 
frantick affection, yet he could take on reſf, the Beauty of 
Fawnia had made ſuch a deep impzeſſion in his heart. Wut on a 
day walking abzoad ints a Park, which was hard adjopning to 
his houſe, hs ſent by one of his Servants fog Fawnia, unto whom 
he uttered theſe wozds: 


Awni:, J commend thy Beauty and Wit, andnow pitty thy

No 
Dir, anſwered Fawnia,Melcagrus is a Lintght that bath won me 
by love, and none but he (hall wear me; this ſtniſter miſchance 
ſhall not diminiſh my aecion-but rather encreaſe my good will: 
think not though your Gꝛace bath impziſoned him without cauſe, 
that fear ſhall make me yeeld my conſent, J had rather be Melea- 
grus Mike, and a Beggar, than live in plenty, and be Pandoſto's 
Contubine. 

Pandoſto, hearing the aſſured Anſwer of Fawnia, would 
notwithſtanding pzoſecute his ute to the uttermoſt; ſecking 
with fair wozds , and great pzomiſes to ſcale the Font of her 
Chality; (wearing, that if ſhe would grant to his Deſire , 
Meleagrus ſhould not only bee ſet at liberty, but honoured in 
i the Court amongſt his Nobles. But theſe alluring Waits

While thus 
theſe two 1 vers ſtrove, the one to win Love, the other to live 
in hate, E-itt s herd certain news by Perchants of Bohemiz, 
that his don Dor dus was impziſoned by P.ndotto , which made 
him fear greatly that his @an ſhould be but hardly uſed ; pet 
conſider ing that Belilactz and he were cleared by the Pꝛacle of 
Apollo, from the Crime wherewith Piodoſto had un juſtly 
charged them, he thought belt to ſe-1d with all (ped to Pin doſto, 
that he ſhould let free his Don Docaltus, and put to death Fawala 
and her Father Porrus. 

Findiag this by the advice of C uncil, the ſpiedieſt remedy to 
releaſe his Son, ve cauſed pzeſently two of his Ships to be rig/ 
ged and thz:ughly furniſhed with pzoviſton of men and bicnuals, 
and ſent divers of his Nobles Embaſſadozs into Bohemia: who 
willing to obey the King, and receive the ycung Painco, made 
no delapes fog fear of danger, but with as much (peed as might 
be, ſapled towards Bohemia; the Mind and Seas favoured 
them greatly, which made them hope of ſome good hip) foz within 
th: vays they were landed, 

Pandoſto no ſwner beard of their arrival, but in Perſon he 
went to meat them-entreafing them with ſuch ſumptuous and fa 
miliar ccu:t: fie, that they might well perceive how ſozry he was 
foz the fozmer injuries he had offered to their King and how wil- 
ling (ik it might be) to make amends, 

As Pandoſto made repoꝛt to them how one Melegrus a Knight 
of Trapolonia, was lately arrived with a Lady called Fawnia in 
his Land, coming very ſauſpictonſly accompanied only with one 
Servant, 2nd an old She pheard, the Embuſſadozs perceiving by 
the half what the whole Tale meant, began to conjecture that it 
was. Doraſtus, who foz fear to be known, had charged his name; 
but diſſembling the matter, they choztlp arrived at the Court 
where after they had been very ſolemnly and ſumptuznfly Feaſted- 
the Noblemen of Sicilia being gathered together, they made re⸗ 
v92t of their E mbaſlage: where thep certified Pandoiio,that Me- 
leagrus was San and Heir to the King Egiſtus, and that his 
name was Doran; : and how contrar p to the Kings mind he hav 
pꝛivilꝑ conveyed away that Fawnia, intending to marry her, being 
Daughter to that po; Dhepheard Porxus. Whercupon the 1

requeſt was, that Capnio, Fawniz and Porrus might be murthe⸗ 
red and put fo death, and that his Don Doraſtus might be ſent 
home in ſafety. Vandoſto having attentively, and with great mars 
vel heard their Ambaſſage, willing to reconcile himſelt to Egiſtus, 
aud fo ſhe w him how greatly he eſteemed his fav. ur, although Love 
and Fancy fozvad him to hurt Fawnia.; pet in deſpite of Lave he 
deter mined io execute Egiſtus will without mercy; and therefoze he 
pzeſently ſent fc; Doraitns cut of pꝛiſon: who marveliing at his 
unlooked fog ccur ti ũe, found at his coming to the Kings pzeſence 
that which he leaſt dzeamt of, his Fathers Amball n dours: who no 
looner ſaw, nim but with great reverence they honaured him, and 
pandoſto embꝛacing Doratius , (et him by him very lovingly in a. 
Chair of State. Doraſtus aſhamed that his folly was bewzayed , 
ſate along time as one in a maze> till Pandoſto told him the ſum of 
his Fathers Amballage: which he had no ſooner heard, but be was 
touched to the quick, fe the cruel Sentence that was pꝛonounced 
againſt Fawnia, but neither could his ſozrow noz perſwaſton pres 
vail, foz Pandoſto commanded» that Fawota, Porrus and Capnio, 
ſhould be brought to his pzcſence : who were no ſooner come, but 
Pandoſto having his fozmer love turned into diſdainkul hate, be⸗ 
gan to rage againſt Fawnia, in theſe terms:

Pandoito Would ſcarce ſtiffer him to tell out his Tale, but that 
be enquired the time of the pear, the manner cf the 152at, and o- 
ther circumſtances: which when he found agreeing to his count, 
ſuddenly he leapt from his (cat; and Killed Fawnia, wetting her 
tender cheeks with his tears, and crping, Mp Daurhter Faivnia !
